Sterling & Wright, and his ansistaat for the purpose wae Eric 
-jéger, of whom we got a most favorable impression. The two of 
them spent three days with us discussing all cepeets of our work, 
and lam giad to say they submitted a favorable report. Mr. Mager 
remembers thie well and so is pretty well up, particalarly on the 
covert side of our business. We plan to work togsther on the 
problem of intelligence laaks with the USIB Subcommittee on 
megurity. The Department of Jaetice's attitade at the level of 

the internal Seeurity Division has been some what negative on 

our prepesals for new legisistion aimed at tightening up the leaks. 
U might be very interesting to have Judge Walakh and Mr. Hager 
for lunch at the same time and discuss thie matter in general
